Although most acute upper 
respiratory infections are viral and do not require antibiotic treatment, 
persistence of symptoms for .gtoreq.7 days makes acute bacterial sinusitis more 
likely and antibiotics an appropriate consideration. Radiographic imaging is 
not required for diagnosis of acute, uncomplicated sinusitis, although CT scans 
are indicated in evaluation of suspected chronic sinusitis or treatment 
failures. Chronic sinusitis may have/an infectious or non-infectious basis. 
Underlying disorders that predispose to chronic sinusitis should be identified 
and treated as part of the treatment of chronic sinusitis.
